World for a Poor Man to 


Live In. 


A meeting of citizens was held at 
the Municipal court room on Tuesday 
evening, called by circulars issued by 
the mayor, for the purpose of perfect­ 
ing an organization to hold a street 
fair and to make a creditable exhibi­ 
tion of the agricultural products of 
fair. The 
meeting was called at 8 o’clock and at 
that hour quite a representative body 
of citizens was present. 
On motion 
J . M. Elder was chosen temporary 
chairman of the meeting and Geo. D. 
LaBar temporary secretary. 
M r E l­ 
der, who has done the principal work 
in the fairs we have had in the past, 
made a statement as to the object of 
the meeting. 
Mr. H. H. Highfield, 
who has had experience in helping to 
conduct a street fair at Crookston, on 
invitation explained at length the 
manner of conducting the fairs at 
that point. 
A motion was then made that it was 
the sense of the meeting that an agri­ 
cultural society be organized to hold 
street fairs which was unanimously 
adopted. 
This motion was latter 
changed so as to revive the old Crow 
Wing county 
agricultural society, 
which will conduct an agricultural ex­ 
hibit on the streets of Brainerd. 
The

J. M. Elder on Tuesday received 
the following letter from J. C. Thomas 
formerly of this city, and an old em­ 
ploye of Mr. Elder, who went to the 
Klondyke last spring in company with 
several other residents of this city: 
Dawson City, July 4th, 1898. 
Friend J. M. Elder: 
I will take the time today, July 4th, 
to write you a few lines to let you 
know that I am well, and hope that 
these lines will find you tho same. 
I got a letter from you this morn­ 
ing dated April 1st, and I was glad 
to hear from you. Our party arrived 
in Dawson City, May 14th, safe and 
sound as the day we left Brainerd. 
We had a splendid trip all the way 
through. 
I notice in your letter that 
you think the people are rough here. 
That is a mistake. 
I never met a 
more civil lot of mon than there is in 
Dawson today. 
There is more steal­ 
ing done in Brainerd than there is 
lere. 
I would have written you before, 
jut I wanted to look the country over 
jofore I wrote, and I have done so. 
The first da / that we were in Dawson 
we stored our goods away, and the 
next day started up the Klondyke 
with 75 pounds of groceries on our 
back. 
We went up tho Klondyke 90 
miles, and I wish you could have been 
along to see the mining that has been 
done. The country is just as good as 
I expected to find it. 
It is the only 
country I have over been in yet, and 
I believe the only one in the world to­ 
day for a poor man. 
I have been 
through the best mining district here. 
Talk about gold, the amount I did see 
made mo nervous. I have seen ten 
horses come in town with all the gold 
dust they could carry from the mines. 
There are tons of gold hero to go out 
this summer. 
We were up the Klon­ 
dyke fifteen days looking around and 
prospecting, and then we had to start 
back for Dawson for more grub. The 
day before we started we cut a raft of 
logs, and the next day came down to 
town on it, aud sold it for $200 in gold 
dust. 
Gold dust is all the go here. 
Then we started up the Yukon pros­ 
pecting. There are a few streams up 
the Yukon that have not been pros­ 
pected and we were up some of them, 
but did not find anything. 
It is too 
hard to get groceries up there this 
time of the year, so we will have to 
wait until later ou in the season. We 
went up the Yukon ten days ago and 
cut a raft of logs—there were seven 
of us—and we came in yesterday and 
our raft brought us $1700. 
We get 
$50 per thousand feet for cutting. I 
am going to cut logs for a month now 
to get money enough to come home 
with if I get sick. I never had batter 
health than I have had so far. 
It has 
been the nicest weather here that I 
evei did see since I came to this coun­ 
try. 
It is Els light as day at 12 o’clock 
at night now. There are about 30,000 
people here and still coming, and 
room for lots more. There are some 
of the sickest men here that I ever 
saw. 
There are lots of them selling 
their outfits for what they can get 
and leaving the country disgusted. 
There are barbers aud clerks, and 
preachers and old grey headed men. 
You never did see the like. I am glad 
they are disgusted. That class of men 
would ruin any country. The Yankee 
boys are celebrating the Fourth here 
today. Tell Mr. Howo that I saw Joe 
today. 
He got here yesterday. 
Now J. M. write a letter oftener, 
like to hear from you. You have more 
time to write than I have, for I have 


A telegram from Madrid nuder date 
of August l l says: 
The government has received the 
protocol and the cabinet council rose 
at 9:40 p. rn., having approved it. The 
government will wire M. Cambon to­ 
night, empowering him to sign the 
preliminaries of peace. 
It is confidently expected that the 
signatures writhe affixed to this doc 
uinent tomorrow, and thereafter both 
governments will begin to carry oat 
its provisions. 
The first will be the 
cessation of hostilities, followed im­ 
mediately by the occupation of Ma­ 
nila by Gen. Merritt and the United 
States troops under his command, the 
occupation of San Juan de Porto 
Rico by Gen. Miles and the evacua­ 
tion of that island by the Spanish 
foroes. 
It is believed there will be delay in 
the evacuation of Havana, Matanzas 
and other Spanish strongholds in 
Cuba, as some difficulties are antici­ 
pated in arranging for a proper form 
of government in Cuba, and because 
there is no desire to hurry American 
troops into the island at the present 
time, the preference being to wait till 
cooler weather. 
A telegram received this afternoon 
says that A ambassador Gambon’s sig 
nature will be attached to the docu­ 
ment at 4 o’clock to day.

To bo a *4merchant” In tho sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries did not mean 
necessarily that one was following tho 
peaceful business which tho mime of 
merchant brings tounind now. Tho av­ 
erage merchant, of those times would he 
cal I im! a buccaneer today. 
Merchants 
then used to fit out fleets nnd sweep th© 
seas, capturing prizes and raiding Span­ 
ish colonies. 
Drake was a type of tho 
merchant mariner of those days, and it 
w ill be admitted that it is a curious 
kind of merchant who sails on his busi­ 
ness trip with tho purpose of singeing 
the board of the king of Spain, us ho 
did. Barter did not play much part in 
tho strange ansi violent form of traffic 
carried on by them. Usually they ex­ 
changed eannomballs, hot from tho grid- 
dlo, for tho moot valuable possessions of 
tho Spaniards on tho Central American 
and West Indian coasts. 
One of these old merchants has just 
been unearthed in London. 
There has 
been some excavating iii the ancient 
Church of St. 
Mildred’s, 
in Brend 
street., and about 18 feet below the floor 
the workmen found a coffin of Portland 
stone, overlaid with black marble, in 
which rest the remains of Sir Nicholas 
Crisp. 
Born in 1598, fie grow up when 
the English merchants were sending out 
ships to all quarters of the world. 
Sir 
Nicholas organized the rich trade with 
Guinea ami built tho Castle of Gorman- 
tin on the Gold coast for its protection. 
Ho was olio of the farmers of the king’s 
customs, aud during tho troubled times 
cf the great rebellion he threw in his 
lot with Charles I. 
He aHHisted him to 
carry 011 the campaign with extraordi­ 
nary sums of money and acted as the in­ 
termediary between him and (Jueon 
Henrietta Maria for tile transmission of 
anus and other supplies which the lat­ 
ter was able to collect abroad. 
When 
suspicion was aroused and he could no 
longer carry 011 this work, he raised a 
body of 500 horso aud joined tile royal 
army. 
In 1045 bo fled to France, but return­ 
ed lief oro t ho closo of the coin mon* 
wealth, met Charles II and resumed his 
old office as funner of the customs. His 
Aorvices were rewarded with a baronet­ 
cy. His country house was at Hammer

—Residents 
of Bismarck have been gazing at piles 
of broken brick, twisted girders and 
smoking debris, which constitutes all 
th a t remains of w h a t w as two days 
ago the the business p art of the city, 
an d estimating their losses. 
It is diffi­ 
cult to state the exact loss, since all 
policies and records of insurance of­ 
fices are in tile safes and vaults, which 
are covered with masses of debris, and 
cannot be reached for several days. 
It 
is believed the vault of the First Na­ 
tional 
bank, containing 
hundreds of 
thousands of dollars* worth of securi­ 
ties. collaternls 
and cash, is 
intact. 
The total insurance was estimated by 
agents at between $200,000 and $250,- 
OOO. 
T he loss 
is reckoned 
at over 
half a million. 
All m anner of people 
ave sufferers. 


Bismarck, N. D., Aug. IO. — A fire 
gutted the best portion of the city of 
Bismarck last night, utterly destroying 
hundreds of 
thousands, perhaps mil­ 
lions, of dollars’ w orth of property. 
T he flames originated in the agent’s 
office of the 
Northern 
Pacific depot. 
Almost before 
they were discovered 
the entire building 
and the immense 
warehouse of 
the 
company were in 
flames. 
Inflammable oils and pow der 
contributed to the heat, and before the 
flames could 
be checked 
they had 
spread to a block of brick buildings 
across a n alley, destroying the T rib­ 
une, H a r e ’s hardw are store and th e 
entire row of buildings. 
The flames 
then leaped 
across 
the street to the 
magnificent First National bank build­ 
ing, which melted aw ay in a few m in­ 
utes. 
T he Central 
block 
followed, 
ami the fire spread to the postoffice, 
sweeping over 
the entire 
block, the 
Griffin 
Mock 
and all 
intermediate 
fram e and brick structures. 
The 
F i r e T h e n S p r e a d 
across and 
devoured 
Kupitz’s store 
a n d the greater p a rt of the block. The 
flames also spread north into a resi­ 
dence block and completely gutted it. 
T he firemen were powerless to check 
the inroad of fire, which spread to hu n ­ 
dreds of buildings, licking them up as 
so much w aste paper. 
T he origin of 
the fire is unknown, as no one w as in 
the freight office when It started. 
It 
is impossible to estimate the loss. 
All 
wires are 
burned 
out, the W estern 
Union office being one of Hie first to 
go, an d the 
railroad 
office w a s de­ 
stroyed. 
A 
temporary 
cut-in 
w a s 
m ade to handle 
imperative business. 
E very drug 
store 
in 
the 
city w a s 
burned and all the grocery stores b u t 
tw o or throe, two newspaper offices, 
and a great bulk of the business por­ 
tion of the city, with several blocks of 
residences.

The official maps of the government 
an*, by authority of the government, 
declared to be incorrect, and as now 
printed perpetuate a mistake, which 
is being taught in many of the schools 
of this country. 
J’he map in question shows the 
Louisiana cession to extend beyond 
the Rocky mountains and to include 
what are now known as Washington, 
Oregon, and parts of Montana, Idaho 
arid Wyoming. 
Land Commissioner 
Binger Hermann, after an exhaustive 
examination of authorities, has recom­ 
mended that the new maps make the 
Louisiana cession end at the Rocky 
mountains, aud his suggestion has 
been adopted by Secretary Bliss. The 
country beyond tin* Rockies will, on 
tho new maps, be shown to have been 
acquired by discovery in 1782, by ex­

R evenue ll A llied For C arrying on Previous 
W ar#—Form er Expenditure# Compared 
W ith Financial Harden# That May Grow 
Gut of the Pre#ent W ar. 


How much money w ill ho raised by 
tho new war revenue law is as yet large­ 
ly a matter of conjecture, but it w ill 
have to be in excess of #1,000,000 a day 
if it fully meets the purpose for which 
it was created. 
Before the war began 
the expenses of the government were 
alxrat #1,000,000 a day. 
Now, accord­ 
ing to tho figures of government offi­ 
cials who handle tho money, they are 
twice as much. 
It is easy to see where 
tho extra #1,000,000 goes, and tho won­ 
der is that with an invading army in 
Cuba, another on tho way to Dewey’s 
support in tho Philippines, three or 
four fleets of war vessels to maintain 
and an army of 100,000 reserve fighters 
in various camps about tho country 
tho expense is not much greater than it 
is. 
Any one who has to put 2 cent 
stamps on Ids bank checks or contribute 
to tho expense of tho war in tho various 
other ways provided by tho new revenue 
law need have no ft 
that the govern­ 
ment w ill not need tho money. 
Judging from tho statistics furnished 
in the records of previous wrars, Uncle 
Sam w ill have no trouble raising all 
tho money that w ill bo necessary to 
prosecute this one. 
In 1865, tho last 
year of tho war of tho rebellion, tho 
revenue from internal taxes was #809,- 
226,815. 
That amount of money was 
collected of course only in tho loyal 
states, which had at that time only 28,- 
000,000 population. 
To defray the ex­ 
penses of the present war there aro 75,- 
000, OOO people, who, at tho same ratio 
of taxation—about 
#14 per capita— 
would raise more than #1,000,000,000 a 
year. No such amount w ill be raised of 
course, and w ill not bo needed, but tho 
fact that tho United States could get 
that amount of money at homo, while 
Spain finds it hard work to borrow a 
cent either at homo or abroad, oven on 
the most valuable of lier few remaining 
possessions, seems significant of tho re­ 
sult. 
Expenditures of former wars seem in­ 
significant as compared with tho finan­ 
cial burdens that may grow out of tho 
present < ne. In the war of 1812, ending 
with Jackson’s victory at New Orleans, 
the United States spent #102,993,154. 
In less than a week nowadays money 
enough passes through tho Chicago 
clearing house alone to pay for the 
whole war. 'Die government then relied 
upon luaus to carry on hostile opera­ 
tions. 
It 
borrowed during tho four 
years of the war #97,620,532. 
The in­ 
ternal tuxes for the period amounted to 
only #20,101,558. 
Much of the money 
was raised on 6 per cent treasury notes. 
In 1813 6 per cent government bonds 
sold at 84 and in 1814 at 80. 
How dif­ 
ferent it is nowl People all over the 
c* untvy are falling over one another to 
subscribe for tho new 3 per cent bonds 
at par and the brokers already offer to 
buy them at a premium. 
Before tho 
subscription blanks were sent out three 
banks in New York offered to tako the 
entire issue, and but for tho provision 
that the securities are to be sold to the 
people tho banks would quickly bid 
them up to 102 or more. Tho difference 
between a 6 per cent bond at 80 and a 
8 per cent bond at par expresses part of 
tho difference between then and now in 
tho government’* financial ability to 
wage a foreign war. 
. 
All tho money to carry on the Mexi­ 
can war was raised by loans. The cash 
balance in tho treasury July I, 1846, 
was #30,194,274. Six per cent treasury 
notes produced #78,809,900. 
The ex­ 
penditures during tho war were $125, - 
447,483, but a smaller amount was bor­ 
rowed. The result, of course, was a def­ 
icit and a financial burden for the fu­ 
ture, which seems one of the inevitable 
results of war. 
Tile war of tho rebellion was a more 
serious matter than either of the other 
two, and it cost more money. Tho total 
amount spent during tho four years of 
that conflict wrus #3,179,872,350, which 
is ail average of #794,843,087 a year. 
Tho largest amount expended in any 
one year was #1,217,704,199 in 1865 
and the smallest amount #456,379,890 
in 1862. 
Tho treasury was not ae well 
prepared for war then as it is now. The 
cash balance at the start of tho conflict 
was #2,257,065. It is IOO times greater 
now, being about #226,000,000 and a 
large part of it in gold. 
Six per cent 
gold bonds of the United States offered 
to tho highest bidder in 1861 brought 
an average of 89.03. The government's 
“ new 4 per cents” now sell at 125 and 
over. 
It t ooh a deal of very adroit financier­ 
ing to keep the war kettle boiling dur 
ing the rebellion, and numerous expo 
clients that w ill not have to be resorted 
to now were tried. In an article in The 
Bankers’ Magazine Ellis ll. Roberts, 
treasurer of the United States, show’s 
the amount of loans aud currency issued 
during tho rebellion to have been #5, 
143,019,526. Of this amount moro than 
#2,000,000,000 were iii bonds and an­ 
other #1,000,000,000 aud more about 
equally divided between coin certifi­ 
cates and government certificates of in- 
dcbtcdiicsH. The public debt reached its 
height in August, 1865, ut #2,750,431,- 
671.

Qenenl Mila.* Troop* Landed Near tho City 
on tho Sooth Const—Ponce I* Said to He 
the Inland’* Most Healthful City—MHI- 
tary Defense* Are Weak. 


Ponce, where Fir troops landed re­ 
cently, is the second city in commercial 
importance iii Porto Rico. It is behoved 
to irnvo been founded in 1000, but its 
development was slow, and it wits not 
until 1848 that it received tho titlo of 
villa. 
From that time on its growth 
was rapid, and in 1877 it became a 
city. 
At present it has a population of 
22,000, and, being the chief town of tho 
official district of the same name, its 
jurisdiction extends over 25,000 people 
who live outside the city. 
Ponce is situated on a plain about 
two miles from its port, Playa, where 
all the import and export trade is trans­ 
acted. Tho port has about 5,000 inhab­ 
itants, and hero are the custom house, 
the office of the captain of tho port and 
the offices of the various consulates. 
Tho hay is largo and w ill admit vessels 
of 25 feet draft. 
A fine road leads to 
tho city. 
Ponce is regularly built, the build­ 
ings in its central part being of brick, 
while tho material chiefly used for sub­ 
urban construction is wood. It is the 
home of tho military commander of the 
district and the seat of an official cham­ 
ber of commerce. The city contains two 
churches, one of them Protestant, said 
to be tho only one in the Spanish An­ 
tilles, a military and two other hos­ 
pitals, a municipal public library, three 
good hotels, a fire department, perfect­ 
ly equipped with American apparatus, 
a theater and a hank. 
The (Jatholio 
church, which dates from the founda­ 
tion of the town, was reconstructed in 
1838 and finished iii 1847.

decorated altars. 
The theater is tho finest on the island, 
t is built mostly of iron and marble 
and cost over 70,000 pesos. The interior 
is handsomely decorated, aud by a me­ 
chanical contrivance may be turned 
into a dancing hall. 
Ponce is said to be the most healthful 
city on the island, and yellow fever is 
never known there. Tho olimato is hot 
aud dry, but sea breezes by day and 
laud breezes by night keep it from be­ 
coming oppressive. An amplo water 
supply also adds greatly to the oomfort 
of the city’s inhabitants. 
The only lino of railroad which con­ 
nects Ponce with other towns is that 
running westward to Yan co, a distance 
of about 22 miles. 
The road from San 
Juan across the island, 70 miles in 
length, ends at Ponco and is in good 
condition for travel throughout tho year. 
Tho military defensed around the city 
are weak, hut a series of earthworks 
have recently been thrown up along tho 
hills to the north. 
West of tho city 
batteries have been placed to guard the 
connecting point of tho railway aud tho 
military road. About 30 mountain how­ 
itzers are also available for tho defense 
of tho city. 
Bahia Honda, on tho eastern coast of 
Porto Rico, lies a little to the west of 
tho southern extremity of Puorca is­ 
land. It is about a mile in extent, open 
to tho southwest, aud protected by reefs 
which contract the channel at the en­ 
trance to tho width of about a quarter 
of a mile. 
A low, sharp point marks 
tho end of Hie bay’s eastern side, while 
on tho west rises a bold headland, 
crowned by a hill. Two small islands, 
the Ca bras, covered with brushwood, lie 
off the eastern point. 
The reef which 
bars the entrance also skirts the interior 
of the hay, leaving in some places only 
about 13 feet of water. 
From five to 
eight fathoms can be found in the an­ 
chorage. On account of its«malluesN aud 
the exposed position of the bay large 
vessels usually lie outside. A small riv­ 
er, the Aguus Claras, flows into the 
northeast corner.—New York Tribune.

The question of treatm ent for potato 
bugs Is always a live one. 
Spraying 
with Paris green is without doubt the 
best method for large fields, as It not 
only kills the bugs but -protects 
the 
vines to a great extent. 
Some potato 
growers, however, prefer to pick off all 
the bugs by hand. 
While this takes a 
great deal of time, yet it is entirely 
feasible. 
Where children can be hired 
to do the work a field may be soon 
cleared of the bugs.

In the selection of seed for the next 
year great care should be taken that 
all of the seed be free from any indi­ 
cations of the rot. 
This end can be 
attained if the potatoes are selected 
from parts of the field where no blight 
appears on the leaves. 
The disease is 
carried over from year to year in the 
seed, and if this be carefully selected 
It would appear possible to eradicate 
some of the potato diseases entirely. 
•

• 
The depth of eye In the potato is 
sometimes of great moment, but it has 
Its objections as well as Its advantages. 
The varieties that have deep eyes are 
more suitable for dry land than those 
that have eyes on the surface. 
The 
deep cavities retain the moisture, and 
this is often considerable of a help. The 
deep eyes are also said to indicate ro­ 
bustness, while others contend that at 
the 
same time they 
also 
Indicate 
coarseness. Deep eyes protect the buds 
or sprouts against accidents, and thus 
they are more sure of 
sending out 
sprouts than any others. On the other 
hand, the deep-eyed potato is objected 
to on account of the difficulty of peel­ 
ing It without waste. 
The deep eyes 
compel the cutting away of much of the 
potato to get the eyes out, as the eyes 
make dark places on the potato that 
appear unsightly. 
They are thus no 
potato for mashing, and as potatoes are 
now frequently served in that way, the 
objection is permanent. 
•

It would be Interesting to know what 
effect the size of the potato stalk or 
top has on the size of the potato tuber. 
We generally think that a vigorous 
top should produce a vigorous and 
large tuber for the reason th at there 
is more machinery, if we may call it 
that, for the elaboration of material 
for the formation of 
the tuber. All 
of

has 
to

elaborated 
from 
the top. 
If 
the 
tubers 
themselves 
are

larger, 
then 
Is 
the

m atter? It would be a valuable fact to 
elucidate, as the large tops are objec­ 
tionable unless they can give some good 
reason for their existence.

we know it is sometimes said that a 
field of potatoes has all run to top3, 
and we have seen such apparent cases, 
but we do not know that this bears at 
all on the situation. 


from the row, forming a back furrow 
in the alley and leaving about a foot 
of row; the furrows are turned right 
onto the mulch. 
If the weather Is dry 
we follow the plow with the cultiva­ 
tor; lf not, we prefer leaving it for a 
day or so, it will cultivate much bet­ 
ter if a little dry. 
We cultivate several 
times in a row' as deep as possible, in 
order to stir and mix the mulch into 
the soil (fine manure may be spread on 
and treated the same way).

plants) with horse manure direct from 
■the stable; we have used cow manure, 
but it isn’t as satisfactory.

enough for the plants. 
Our object in 
plowing is to strengthen and narrow up 
the row, break up and fine the soil— 
making a reservoir for the plants to 
draw from another year. 
After re­ 
peatedly trying different plans, we have 
come to the conclusion that this is the 
most scientific and practical plan to 
pursue." 


Warm Weather 


C u ltu re of G erm a n M illet. 
The following question and answei 
Is from Progressive Farmer of North 
Carolina: I wish to ask for some in­ 
formation about the culture and the 
use of-German millet. 
I have tried to 
grow it for several years, but have nev­ 
er been successful. 
Also please state 
lf it is good forage to feed to working 
stock. 
It seems to be the opinion of 
several of our farmers that It has a 
tendency to have a weakening effect on 
the kidneys.—J. D. W., Rutland, Ga. 
Answer.—German millet should not 
be sown until the weather is settled 
warm. 
To do well it must be on rich 
land, or be highly manured. 
It calls 
for a complete fertilizer, such as well- 
rotted barnyard manure, or highly am­ 
moniated phosphate with a good per­ 
centage of potash. The land should be 
well prepared and brought into a fine 
tilth by repeated plowdngs and har- 
rowlngs. 
Sow about 
three pecks of 
seed per acre, harrow in lightly and 
then roll the land to firm the soil about 
the seed. 
It should be cut just as the 
heads appear and before the seed forms. 
The seed develops very rapidly after 
heads appear, and the cutting should 
not be delayed. Ripe millet is consid­ 
ered unhealthy. It is a very rich, nu­ 
tritious forage; should /lot be fed too 
freely at first, and should not form aD 
exclusive diet at any time.

T re a tin g O ld S tra w b e rry lied*. 
This is one of the most, if not the 
most. Important question that con­ 
fronts the strawberry grower at this 
time of the year, writes O. A. Hammer 
in Michigan Fruit Grower. 
The plants 
have just thrown 
nearly 
their last 
spark of strength into a large crop of 
fruit, and their vitality must be and is 
at a very low ebb. 
Now, if we are to 
bring these old devitalized plants back 
into a 
condition of "fruiting vigor" 
again, we must go to work and meet 
old Dame Nature—head her off and 
turn her into the right channel, and. 
presto, it is done as easy as rolling 
off a log. 
But we must first have a 
clear conception of those laws working 
in and controlling the life habit of the 
strawberry plant. 
Experimenters and 
close students of nature are agreed up­ 
on the following: The life work cf the 
species Is to propagate itself; first, by 
seed (fruit), and then by division of the 
plant (runners). 
Of course, a 
plant 
will make runners before fruiting, and 
will fruit after making runners—to a 
limited amount; and, if the conditions 
were favorable, the difference might 
be nearly imperceptible; and, too, vari­ 
eties differ In this respect, as they have 
quite a diversity of habits. 
But, gen­ 
erally speaking, this rule may be con­ 
sidered as fundamental and depended 
upon. 
So In handling the old bed we 
must keep the fact in mind that It is 
natural for the plant to make runners, 
or divide itself into many plants, all 
with badly developed, lf any, fruit buds. 
But if we go to work and keep off the 
runners, stimulate the plant into 
a 
good, healty growth, we head off nature 
and direct her from the plant making 
business into the bud making business 
—a condition which may properly be 
called ‘fruiting vigor’ with which (oth­ 
er conditions being favorable) a large 
crop may be expected; without which, 
failure is certain under favorable con­ 
ditions. 
So, in managing an old bed. 
the main objects in view should be to 
keep the runners off to thin the plants, 
so that each individual plant will have 
room to expand and develop; to fer­ 
tilize, lf necessary, and to cultivate the 
ground and keep It in good tilth. 
We 
give these preliminaries for the reason 
that we believe it is well to know the 
underlying principles in the m atter in 
order to go to work and carry them 
out in a practical way. First, we would 
look over an old bed and see if It was 
worth saving. 
If it la foul with June 
grass, sorrel, etc., or if the white grub 
bas got it, It bad best be plowed up at 
once, for it will cost more to care for 
It tban the crop is worth. 
But if a 
bed is worth saving, our way of treat­ 
ing it Is this: With a plow we turn a 
furrow about four inches deep, away 


S oiling C rop fo r C a ttle. 
This month we will begin to cut the 
soiling-crop of corn for the cattle to 
help out the pastures. When we begin 
to gut it it is a good idea to open a 
shallow furrow between the rows and 
drill in another row of corn, writes 
Fred Grundy in Farm and Fireside. As 
the first crop is removed the second 
will take its place, and if the soil is 
rich will make lots of good feed before 
frost comes. 
Some sow turnips be­ 
tween the rows, but a second planting 
of corn will yield two or three times 
as much feed and of a better quality. 
One good farmer who lives in a dairy 
section of 
this state 
always plants 
sweet corn, a medium early variety, for 
a second crop. 
He says that it makes 
a better quality of feed than dent corn, 
is sweeter, more nutritious and comes 
nearer to maturing before frost. 
It i<* 
wonderful what an immense quantity 
of feed can be produced on half an acre 
of rich land if one keeps it fully occu­ 
pied the season through. 
I have seen 
men who have farmed for thirty 
or 
forty years fairly amazed at the quan­ 
tity of feed-stuff produced 011 half an 
acre of well-fed, thoroughly tilled and 
fully cropped land.

P re serv in g F re sh M eat. 
A new method of preserving freshly 
killed meats is described by Consul 
Hughes of Sonneberg, who says: "The 
animal to be used is first shot or stun­ 
ned by a shot from a revolver (loaded 
wdth small slugs) in the forehead, in 
such a way as not to injure the brain 
proper. 
As the animal drops sense­ 
less. an assistant cuts down over the 
heart, opens a ventricle and allows 
all the blood to flow out, the theory of 
this being that the decomposition of 
the blood is almost entirely responsi­ 
ble for the quick putrefaction of fresh 
meats. 
Immediately 
thereafter 
a 
briny solution (made of coarse or fine 
salt, more or less strong, according to 
length of time meat is to be kept) is 
injected 
by 
means 
of a 
powerful 
syringe through the other ventricle in­ 
to the veins of the body. 
The whole 
process takes only a few minutes, and 
the beef is ready for use aud can be 
cut up at once." 
Manure for Compact Soil.—If 
the 
soli is too stiff and compact, the ma­ 
nure used upon it should not be thor­ 
oughly rotted, as it is needed for the 
mechanical effect in making the soil 
more open as well as the chemical ef­ 
fect. 
The toughness of the straw in 
the manure, worked by cultivation into 
the soil, will have a tendency to loosen 
it. If the soil is very porous and needs 
compressing rather than opening, only 
well rotted manure, which in mixing 
with the soil will make it more com­ 
pact, should be used. In the loose soil 
that has not a clay subsoil much of 
the valuable part of the manure may be 
carried below the reach of the plant 
roots if not so thoroughly rotted is 
to be combined with the soil quickly 
and be ready to be taken up as plant 
food.—Texas Stock Journal.

H e rd w ood Floors. 
An authority on the care of hard­ 
wood floors pays that water is tho worst 
possible thing to nee upon them. 
Any 
liquid spilled on a polished floor, unless 
wiped up at once, leaves a dark, ugly 
spot; and, if there is a scratch, discol­ 
ors it permanently. 
Sweep daily, and 
dust with a piece of Ingrain carpet un­ 
der the foot, or wrapped about a broom. 
If there are soiled spots wipe up with 
turpentine. 
Remember, however, lf 
the floor is waxed, this will remove the 
wax, which must be applied again, be­ 
ing careful not to extend the waxing 
beyond the original spot. 
Melt a little 
beeswax in a cup over tile register, or 
a hot bath, on the back of the range. 
Apply with a soft cloth, and rub hard. 
You cannot put too much strength Into 
waxing; but if you are polishing furni­ 
ture or woodwork with pumice stone 
and water, rub evenly with 
a 
good 
many strokes, but do not benr on with 
much weight. Once a week all floors 
should be gone over with a weighted 
brush. 
These brushes are a great ex­ 
pense to start with, but pay for them ­ 
selves in the end. They should always 
be covered when put away, and kept on 
the first floor, 
An admirable encaustic, used by the 
French for polishing floors, furniture 
and marble, la composed of one pound 
wax and one pint turpentine. 
Melt the 
wax in a water bath of gentle heat. 
When quite soft remove from the fire, 
and beat in the turpentine. 
If it be used on furniture, one gill of 
alcohol should also be well stirred In 
unless a soft finish is desired, when the 
alcohol may be omitted, and a gill of 
paraffine oil added Instead.

T O N S OF GOLD IN S IG H T . 


Tho Klondyke the Only Country in the 


World for a Poor Man to 


Live In. 


.1. M 
Elder on Tuesday received 
the following letter from .1. C. Thomas 
formerly of this city, and an old em­ 
ploye of Mr. Elder, who went to tho 
Klondyke last spring in company with 
several other residents of this city: 
Dawson City, July 4th, 1898, 
Friend J. M. Elder: 
I will take the time today, July 4th, 
to write yon a few lines to let you 
know that I am well, and hope that 
these lines will find you tho same. 
I got a letter from you this morn­ 
ing dated April 1st, and I was glad 
to hear from you. 
Our party arrived 
in Dawson City, May lith , safe and 
Hound as the day we left Brainerd. 
We had a splendid trip all tho way 
through. 
I notice in your letter that 
you think the people are rough here. 
That is a mistake. 
I never met a 
more civil lot of mon than there is in 
Dawson today. 
There is more steal­ 
ing done in Brainerd than there is 
here. 
I would have written you before, 
but I wanted to look the country over 
before I wrote, and I have done so. 
The first da / that We were in Dawson 
we stored our goods away, and the 
next day started up the Klondyke 
with 75 pounds of groceries on our 
hack. 
We went up t hi' Klondyke 90 
miles, aud I wish you could have been 
along to see the mining that has been 
done. 
The country is just as good as 
I expected to find it. 
It is the only 
country I have ever been in yet, and 
I believe the only one in Hie world to­ 
day for a poor man. 
I have been 
through the best mining district here. 
Talk about gold, the amount I dill see 
made me nervous. 
I have seen ton 
horses come in town with all the gold 
dust they could carry from tho mines. 
There are tons of gold here to go out 
this summer. 
We were up the Blon­ 
de ke Ii ft im ‘ii days looking around and 
prospecting, aud then we had to start 
back for Dawson for more grub. Tho 
day before we started we cut a raft of 
logs and the next day came down to 
town on it, and sold it for $200 in gold 
dust. 
Gold dust is all the go here. 
Then we started up the Yukon pros­ 
pecting. 
There are a few streams up 
the Yukon that have not been pros­ 
pected aud we wore up some of them, 
but did not find anything. 
It is too 
hard to get groceries up there this 
time of the year, so we will have to 
wait until later on iii the season. 
We 
went up the Yukon ten days ago and 
cut a raft of logs 
there were seven 
of us—and we came in yesterday and 
our raft brought us $1700. 
We get 
$50 per thousand feed for cutting. I 
am going to cut logs for a month now 
to get money enough to come home 
with if I get sick. I never had better 
health than I have had so far. 
It has 
been tho nicest weather here that I 
evei did see since I came to this coun­ 
try. 
It is as light as day at 12 o’clock 
at night now. There are about JO,OCK) 
people hero and still coming, and 
room for lots more. 
There are some 
of the sickest men here that I ever 
saw. 
There are lots of them selling 
their outfits for what they can get 
and leaving the country disgusted. 
There aro barbers and clerks, and 
preachers and old grey headed men. 
You never did see the like. I am glad 
they are disgusted. That class of men 
would ruin any country. Tho Yankee 
boys are celebrating the Fourth here 
today. 
Tell Mr. Howe that I saw Joe 
today. 
He got here yesterday. 
Now J. M. write a letter oftener. I 
like to hear from you. You have more 
time to write than I have, for I have 
got to work while the sun shines, for 
iii a little while it don’t shine here. If 
there is anything that I have not 
written that you would like to know 
hit me know when you write, and by 
the way I am carrying a sack of gold 
dust in my pocket now with throe 
hundred dollars in it for two weeks 
work. 
Tell Louie and Frank that I 
send my best regards, and that I will 
write latter on. 
I only have time to 
vyLt.e ir? the evening, and then when

UNLIKE OUK M E R C H A N T S . 


T lio m o f T w o H u n d r e d Yr a n i A g o W o u ld 
Hr C u lled l l u c c t n r r r t N ow . 
To bo a “ merchant” in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries did not mean 
necessarily that otto was following the 
peaceful business which the name of 
merchant brings kxmind now. The av­ 
erage merchant of those times would I** 
called a buccaneer tex lay. 
Merchants 
then used to fit out fleets and hwh'p the 
sens, capturing prizes and raiding Span­ 
ish colonies. 
Drake was a type of the 
merchant mariner of those days, and it 
will Im admitted that it is a curious 
kind of merchant who sails on his busi­ 
ness trip with the purpose of singeing 
the bourd of flu'king of Spain, as he 
did. Hurler did not play much part in 
the strange n isi violent form of traffic 
carried on by them. Usually they ex­ 
changed rannoirbnl Is, hot from the grid­ 
dle, for th e moat valuable possessions of 
the Spaniards on the Central American 
and West Indian coasts. 
One of these old merchants has just 
been unearthed in London. 
There lins 
been some excavating in tho ancient 
Church of St. 
.Mildred’s, 
in 
Dread 
Street, and about 18 feet Indow the floor 
the workmen found a ooffiu of Portland 
atone, overlaid with black marble, in 
which rest the remains of Sir Nicholas 
Crisp. 
Horn in lolls, fio grow up when 
the English merchants were sending out 
ships to all quarters of the world. 
Sir 
Nicholas organised tho rich trade with 
Guinea and built the Castle of <Forman* 
tin on the Gold const, for ifs protection. 
Ho was one of tho formers of the king's 
customs, mid during tho troubled times 
of the great rebellion he threw ill his 
lot with Charles I. 
Ile assisted him to 
carry on the campaign with extraordi­ 
nary sums of money and acted as Uh* iii 
tormediary between him and Queen 
Henrietta Maria for the transmission of 
arms and other supplies which the hit 
ter was able to collect abroad. 
When 
suspicion was aroused and he could no 
longer carry on thin work, he raised a 
body of boo horse and joined the royal 
army. 
In loin be fled to France, but return­ 
ed before tho close of the common­ 
wealth, met diaries ll and resumed his 
old office as farmer of thecustoms. His 
.VTVices were rewarded with a baronet* 
cy. His country house was ut Hummer 
smith, near tho river, and he gave a 
large sum to the building of the parish 
church there, iii which he erected a 
handsome monument 
in memory of 
Charles I. 
On his deathbed he said to 
biH grandson, “ Lay my body in the 
family vault iii the parish Church of 
8t. Mildred's, Bread street, but let my 
heart be plaoed in an urn at my master's 
foot. 
The urn, on a pedestal of black 
marble, stiil Is in Hammersmith church. 
Hir Nicholas left money that his heart 
might bo refreshed with a glass of wino 
every year, and this bequest was carried 
out for more than a century. At the re 
quest of the vicar and people of Ham 
mersmith the coffin will be reinterred 
In the churchyard instead of being trails 
ferrod to Woking, so after mon* than 
200 years the body of the stanch old 
loyalist will bo laid to rest near tho urn 
in w hich his heart is enshrined and un­ 
der the shadow of tho church he did so 
much to found. 
The peaceable character of the trail 
ness of Hir Nicholas Crisp, called the 
foremost London merchant of his time, 
is illustrated by his quiet and subdued 
dress. Instead of tho pen he carried the 
musket, and he knew more about the 
sm ell of gunpowder than tho dust of a 
counting room.—New York Press.

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Note* on P o in to Culture. 
The question of treat ment for potato 
bugs is alw ays a live one. 
Spraying 
with Paris green is without doubt the 
best method for large fields, as it not 
only kills the bugs hut protects 
the 
vines to a great extent. 
Som e potato 
growers, however, prefer to pick off all 
the bugs by hand. 
W hile this takes a 
great deal of time, yet it is entirely 
feasible. 
Where children (’an be hired 
to do the work a field may be soon 
cleared of the bugs. 
* 
* 
• 
In the selection of seed for the next 
year great (are should be taken that 
all of the seed be free from any indi­ 
cations of the rot. 
This end can be 
attained if the 
potatoes 
are selected 
from parts of the field where no blight 
appears on the leaves. 
The disease is 
carried over from year to year iii the 
seed, and if this be carefully selected 
it would appear possible to eradicate 
some of the potato diseases entirely. 


• 
* 
* 
The depth of eye in the potato is 
som etim es of great moment, but it has 
its objections as well as its advantages. 
The varieties that have deep eyes are 
more suitable for dry land than those 
that have eyes on the surface. 
The 
deep cavities retain the moisture, and 
this Is often considerable of a help. The 
deep eyes are also said to indicate ro­ 
bustness, while others contend that at 
the 
sam e 
tim e they 
also indicate 
coarseness. 
Deep eyes 
protect the buds 
or sprouts against accidents, and thus 
they are more sure of 
sending out 
sprouts than any others. 
On the other 
hand, the deep-eyed potato is objected 
to on account of the difficulty of peel­ 
ing it without waste. 
The deep eyes 
compel the cutting away of much of the 
potato to get the 
eyes 
out, as the eyes 
make dark places 
on the potato 
that 
appear unsightly. 
They are thus no 
potato for m ashing, and as potatoes are 
now frequently served in that way, the 
objection is permanent.

w e follow the plow' with the cultiva­ 
tor; if not, we prefer leaving it for a 
day or so, it will cultivate much bet­ 
ter if a little dry. 
W e cultivate several 
tim es in a row’ as deep as possible, in 
order to stir and mix the mulch into 
the soil (fine manure may be spread on 
and treated the same w ay ). 
After care 
is to keep the bed w’ell cultivated and 
the runners off. 
Late in winier 
we 
mulch between the rows (never on t 
plants) with horse manure dire:! from 
the stable; we have used cow manure, 
but it isn ’t as satisfactory. 
The old 
vines 
over 
the 
row 
m ake covering 
enough for the plants. 
Our object in 
plow ing is to strengthen and narrow up 
the row, break up and fine the soil 
m ak in g a reservoir for the plants to 
draw’ from another year. 
After 
re­ 
peatedly trying different plans, we have 
com e to the conclusion that this is the 
m ost scientific and practical plan to 
pursue.”

C u ltu re of h e r m a n M illet. 
The following question and answei 
is from Progressive Farm er of North 
Carolina: I wish to ask for som e in­ 
form ation about the culture and the 
use of German millet. 
I have tried to 
grow it for several years, but have n ev­ 
er been successful. 
Also please state 
lf it is good forage to feed to working 
stock. 
It seems to be the opinion of 
several of our farmers that it has a 
tendency to have a w eakening effect on 
the kidneys.—J. D. W., Rutland, Ga. 
A nsw er.—German m illet should not 
be sow n until the w eather is settled 
w’arm. 
To do well it must be on rich 
land, or be highly manured. 
It calls 
for a complete fertilizer, such as well- 
rotted barnyard manure, or highly a m ­ 
m oniated phosphate with a good per­ 
centage of potash. 
The land should be 
well prepared and brought into a fine 
tilth by repeated plow’ings and har- 
row ings. 
Sow about 
three pecks of 
seed per acre, harrow in lightly and 
then roll the land to firm the soil about 
the seed. 
It should be cut just as the 
heads appear and before the seed forms. 
T he seed develops very rapidly after 
heads appear, and the cutting should 
not be delayed. 
Ripe m illet is consid­ 
ered unhealthy. 
It is a very rich, nu­ 
tritious forage; should not be fed too 
freely at first, and should not form ap 
exclusive diet at any time. 


T rea tin g Old Straw berry lied*. 
This is one of the most, if not the 
most, important 
question 
that con­ 
fronts the strawberry grower at this 
time of the year, writes O. A. Hammer | 
in Michigan Fruit Grower. 
T he plants 
have just thrown 
nearly 
their last 
spark of strength into a large crop of 
fruit, and their vitality must be and is 
at a very low ebb. 
Now’, if we are to 
bring these old devitalized plants back 
into a 
condition of “fruiting vigor” 
again, we must go to wrork and meet 
old Dame Nature— head her off 
turn her into the right channel, and, 
presto, it is done as easy as rolling 
off a log. 
But we must first have a 
clear conception of those laws working 
in and controlling the life habit of the 
strawberry plant. 
Experim enters and 
close students of nature are agreed up­ 
on the following: The life w ork cf the 
species Is to propagate itself; first, by 
seed (fruit), and then by division of the 
plant (runners). 
Of course, a 
plant 
will m ake runners before fruiting, and 
w ill fruit after m aking runners—to a 
limited amount; and, if the conditions 
were favorable, the difference might 
be nearly imperceptible; and, too, vari­ 
eties differ in this respect, as they have 
quite a diversity of habits. 
But, gen­ 
erally speaking, this rule may be con­ 
sidered as fundamental and depended 
upon. 
So in handling the old bed we 
must keep the fact in mind that it is 
natural for the plant to make runners, 
or divide itself into many plants, all 
with badly developed, if any, fruit buds. 
But if we go to w’ork and keep off the 
runners, stim ulate the plant into 
a 
good, healty grow th, wre head off nature 
and direct her from the plant making 
business into the bud m aking business 
—a condition which may properly be 
called ‘fruiting vigor’ with which (oth­ 
er conditions being favorable) a large 
crop may be expected; without which, 
failure is certain under favorable con­ 
ditions. 
So, in m anaging an old bed. 
the main objects in view should be to 
keep the runners off to thin the plants, 
so that each individual plant w ill have 
room to expand and develop; to fer­ 
tilize, if necessary, and to cultivate the 
ground and keep it in good tilth. 
We 
give these preliminaries for the reason 
that we believe it is well to know the 
underlying principles in the m atter in 
order to go to work and carry them 
out in a practical way. First, w e would 
look over an old bed and see if it was 
worth saving. 
If it is foul w ith June 
grass, sorrel, etc., or if the white grub 
has got it, it had best be plowed up at 
once, for it will cost more to care for 
it than the crop is worth. 
But if a 
bed is worth saving, our way of treat­ 
ing it Is this: W ith a plow we turn a 
furrow about four inches deep, away 


S o ilin g Crop for C attle. 
T his m onth wre will begin to cut the 
soiling-crop of corn for the cattle to 
help out the pastures. 
W hen we begin 
to gut it it is a good id ta to open a 
shallow furrow between the row's and 
drill in another row of corn, writes 
Fred Grundy in Farm and Fireside. As 
the first crop is removed the second 
w ill take its place, and if the soil is 
rich w ill make lots of good feed before 
frost comes. 
Some sow turnips be­ 
tw een the row’s, but a second planting 
of corn will yield tw o or three times 
as m uch feed and of a better quality. 
One good farmer who lives in a dairy 
section of 
this state 
alw ays plants 
sw eet corn, a medium early variety, for 
a second crop. 
He says that it makes 
a better quality of feed than dent corn, 
is sweeter, more nutritious and com es 
nearer to maturing before frost. 
It D 
wonderful what an im m ense quantity 
of feed can be produced on half an acre 
of rich land if one keeps it fully occu­ 
pied the season through. 
I have seen 
men w’ho have farmed for thirty 
or 
forty years fairly amazed at the quan­ 
tity of feed-stuff produced on half an 
I acre of well-fed, thoroughly tilled and 
fully cropped land. 


P reservin g F resh M oat. 
A new’ method of preserving freshly 
killed m eats is described by Consul 
H ughes of Sonneberg, w ho says: “ The 
anim al to be used is first shot or stun 
ned by a shot from a revolver (loaded 
and | with sm all slugs) in the forehead, in 
such a w ay as not to injure the brain 
proper. 
As the animal drops sense­ 
less. an assistant cuts dow n over the 
heart, opens a ventricle and allows 
all the blood to flow’ out, the theory of 
this being that the decom position of 
the blood is almost entirely responsi­ 
ble for the quick putrefaction of fresh 
meats. 
Immediately 
thereafter 
a 
briny solution (made of coarse or fine 
salt, m ore or less strong, according to 
length of time meat is to be kept) is 
injected 
by 
means 
of a 
powerful 
syringe through the other ventricle in­ 
to the veins of the body. 
The whole 
process takes only a few minutes, and 
the beef is ready for use and can be 
cut up at once.” 
Manure for Compact Soil.—If 
the 
soil is too stiff and compact, the m a­ 
nure used upon it should not he thor­ 
oughly rotted, as it is needed for the 
m echanical effect in m aking the soil 
! more open as well as the chem ical ef- 
! feet. 
T he toughness of the straw in 
the manure, worked by cultivation into 
the soil, will have a tendency to loosen 
it. 
If the soil is very porous and needs 
com pressing rather than opening, only 
w'ell rotted manure, which in m ixing 
with th e soil will make it more com­ 
pact, should be used. 
In the loose soil 
that has not a clay subsoil much of 
the valuable part of the m anure may be 
carried below the reach of the plant 
roots if not so thoroughly rotted as 
to be combined with the soil q u ick s­ 
and be ready to be taken up as plant 
food.— T exas Stock Journal.
